Lamar  Daniel  applied  for  public 
housing  two  years  ago,  but  his  name  is 
just  one  of  almost  25,000  on  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  Authority's  waiting  list. 

Daniel,  a  26-year-old  college  student 
who  has  lived  with  his  mother  in  Potrero 
Hill  public  housing  for  19  years,  said  he 
desperately  needs  his  own  place.  Although 
he  said  he  is  constantly  bugging  the 
Housing  Authority,  Daniel  has  heard 
nothing  about  when  he  will  have  a  place 
to  move  into. 

"I'm  mad,"  he  said  solemnly  as  he 
looked  across  the  street  at  several  empty 
units  in  Potrero  Hill  with  boarded-up 
windows.  "There's  a  lot  of  open  spots  up 
here." 

Of  the  628  units  in  Potrero  Hill,  88 
remain  vacant,  said  Michael  Roetzer,  the 
Housing  Authority's  spokesperson,  and 
this  number  changes  every  day  as  people 
move  in  and  out  of  the  area. 

Units  Boarded-Up  Every  Week 

Most  of  these  units  are  empty  because 
families  who  received  Section  8  vouchers 
from  the  Housing  Authority  have  moved 
into  private  homes.  In  2001 ,  the  Housing 
Authority  reopened  its  waiting  list  for 
Section  8,  which  subsidizes  70  percent  of 
a  family's  rent  in  a  private  rental  unit. 

When  somebody  moves  out  of  a  unit, 
the  Housing  Authority  boards  it  up  to 
protect  it  from  vandalism  and  the  unit 
stays  boarded  up  until  it's  ready  to  be 
occupied,  Roeizer  said.  A  maintenance 
worker  with  the  Housing  Authority  who 
asked  to  remain  anonymous  said  he  alone 
boards  up  about  four  or  five  units  a  week. 


Jernell  Scott,  28,  moved  out  of 
Potrero  Hill  in  April  and  said  her  old  unit 
is  still  unoccupied.  She  was  even  more 
disturbed  by  her  former  neighbor's  unit, 
which  is  still  empty  after  the  neighbor 
moved  out  almost  a  year  ago.  "There 
wasn't  anything  wrong  with  her  house," 
Scott  insisted.  "A  lot  of  people  I  know  are 
homeless  and  need  this  housing." 

The  amount  of  time  a  unit  stays 
empty  depends  on  how  much  work  needs 
to  be  done  before  the  unit  is  safe  to  live 
in. 

"While  that  unit  is  vacant,  we  have  to 
assess  the  amount  of  work  that  is  needed 
to  make  that  unit  ready  for  someone  to 
move  in,"  Roetzer  said.  "If  the  unit  is 
pretty  clean  and  just  needs  to  be  painted 
and  a  touch  up  here  and  there,  and  it's 
relatively  inexpensive  to  turn  it  around 
and  get  it  back  in  the  market,  our  union 
maintenance  workers  will  go  in  and  get 
the  unit  ready  for  occupancy.  If  it  requires 
extensive  renovation  ($5.000-$6,000  or 
more)  we  will  turn  that  unit  over  to 
another  process  that  would  then  be  a 
capital  expenditure  and  that  work  would 
be  contracted  out." 

About  one-third,  or  30,  of  the  empty 
units  in  Potrero  Hill  require  large  repairs 
and  need  to  be  contracted  out,  but  the 
Housing  Authority  does  not  have  the 
funds  to  address  them  right  away. 

Federal  Budget  Cuts 
Hurt  Public  Housing 

The  Housing  Authority  has  two  main 
sources  of  income:  federal  funding  from 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  (HUD)  and  rent. 

Rent  is  based  on  a  family's  income 


and  the  average  household  income  for 
families  in  public  housing  is  $12,  600  a 
year.  The  average  rent  tor  a  public  housing 
unit  is  $248  a  month,  and  residents  must 
pay  a  minimum  of  $25  a  month  for  rent. 
Therefore,  most  public  housing  funding 
comes  from  HUD. 

The  Housing  Authority  receives  two 
separate  HUD  allocations.  One  is  for  the 
authority's  operating  budget,  which  goes 
toward  the  agency's  basic  operations  and 
maintenance,  and  is  used  to  fix  things  like 
broken  sinks,  washers,  stoves  or 
refrigerators.  The  other  is  for  capital 
improvement  and  covers  large  repair  jobs. 

"Over  the  years,  HUD  has  cut  our 
budget  for  both  the  operation  and 
maintenance  and  the  capital  funds," 
Roetzer  said.  "As  costs  such  as  building 
materials,  labor  costs,  insurance  costs  and 
utility  costs  go  up,  our  budget  is  being 
reduced." 

The  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority 
must  split  this  reduced  budget  between 
6,451  units,  which  poses  a  problem  for 


low-income  families  in  Potrero  Hill,  where 
many  units  were  built  more  than  60  years 
ago  and  need  constant  repairs. 

A  Brief  History  of 

Potrero  Hill  Public  Housing 

There  are  two  sections  of  public 
housing  in  Potrero  Hill:  the  Terrace, 
which  opened  in  1941  as  war  housing  and 
the  Annex,  which  opened  in  1955. 

During  World  War  II,  Hunters  Point 
shipyard  was  a  huge  defense  installation, 
and  a  lot  of  the  housing  in  Potrero  Hill 
was  built  for  people  in  the  military.  The 
Annex  was  built  specifically  for  public 
housing  and  the  Terrace  became  public 
housing  sometime  after  1945  when  the 
war  ended. 

Some  families  have  lived  in  Potrero 
Hill  public  housing  for  generations.  "I've 
been  living  here  for  35  years,"  said  Ruby 
Joseph.  "And  I'm  going  to  stay  here  as 
long  as  I  can."

How  the  Hill  Voted 

It  shouldn't  come  as  a  complete  surprise  to  many  of  us,  but  in  the  statewide  special 
election  this  past  October  7,  Potrero  Hill  voters  rejected  Schwarzenegger,  and  gave  Cruz 
Bustamante  a  huge  percentage  of  votes  for  governor. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  San  Franciscans  voted  overwhelmingly  against  a  recall,  and.with 
no  exceptions,  all  San  Francisco  precincts  carried  Bustamante  by  a  77  percent  to  23  per- 
cent vote. 

Propositions  53  and  54  also  went  down  to  defeat  with  huge  votes  against  those 
measures,  which  were  to  dedicate  funds  for  state  and  local  infrastructure  (Prop  53),  and 
to  prohibit  the  collection  and  use  of  race-related  information  by  state  and  local  govern- 
ment agencies  (Prop.  54). 

What  about  the  theory  that  Northern  California  should  secede  and  become  our

The  DA  Endorsement 

In  a  democratically  run  process  the  Potrero  View  staff  traditionally  discusses  candi- 
dates and  issues  in  all  elections.  When  we  come  to  a  vote  it  is  sometimes  after  heart- 
wrenching  decisions.  Thus  it  was  with  a  close  vote  between  Terence  Hallinan  and  Ka- 
mala  Harris  for  the  district  attorney's  seat.  A  difficult  choice  for  those  of  us  who  have 
stood  firmly  behind  Hallinan  these  many  years  he  has  been  our  District  Attorney.  We 
are  surprised  when  many  friends  use  the  argument  that  Hallinan  has  not  prosecuted  and 
jailed  more  defendants.  What  is  politically  incorrect  for  not  wanting  to  fill  up  the  jails? 

Hallinan  has  been  in  tight  political  positions,  having  to  defend  taking  on  the  police 
department,  and  backing  off  from  one  position  (in  relation  to  the  "Fajitagate"  case),  and 
move  on  to  adjust  the  Grand  Jury's  position  (in  opposition  to  his). 

He's  offered  apologies,  stood  principally  by  judgments  he's  made,  and  can  point  to  a 
good  record  of  convictions  of  true  criminals. 

His  concern  for  drug  arrests,  and  helping  find  better  correctional  situations  than  jail 
is  humane. 

The  government  turns  its  back  on  the  millions  of  people  who  continue  to  oppose 
the  war  on  Iraq  -  Hallinan,  from  a  family  of  peace  activists,  puts  his  politics  on  the  line: 
doesn't  jail  some  march  participants,  or  throw  heavy  sentences  on  others. 

Since  he  was  elected  in  1995,  San  Francisco's  crime  rate  has  fallen  by  52  percent  - 
more  than  any  county  in  the  state,  and  the  violent  crime  statistics  show  a  60  percent 
reduction,  compared  to  the  statewide  average  of  37  percent.  (Information  courtesy 
Daniel  Macallair,  executive  director  of  the  Center  on  Juvenile  and  Criminal  Justice  and 
lecturer  in  the  Criminal  Justice  Department  at  San  Francisco  State  University.) 

Overall,  Terence  Hallinan  has  been  a  compassionate  District  Attorney,  and  a  firm 
believer  in  heavy  penalties  where  absolutely  needed. 

I  believe  we  should  continue  to  support  Hallinan,  and  I  recommend  a  YES  vote  for 
him.

Recall  Nonsense 

Editor: 

Recently  I  read  a  news  story  about 
some  people  in  District  10  who  think  that 
Sophie  Maxwell  should  be  recalled  only 
eleven  months  after  she  ran  unopposed. 
Potrero  Hill  makes  up  20  percent  of  the 
district's  40,000  voters.  By  land  area,  Dis- 
trict 10  is  the  largest  supervisorial  district 
in  the  city  and  also  enjoys  the  greatest 
economic  and  racial  diversity. 

The  questions  Potrero  Hill  residents 
who  like  the  recall  idea  need  to  ask  them- 
selves are: 

*  What  are  the  five  things  Sophie  has 
done  that  you  don't  like? 

*  Who  do  you  propose  she  be  replaced 
with? 

*  How  will  this  person  do  any  better  at 
balancing  the  needs  of  this  large,  diverse 
district  with  the  needs  of  the  city? 

The  Supervisor  has  tremendous  re- 
sponsibilities but  little  real  authority  with 
civil  service  city  bureaucrats.  Most  work  is 
by  legislation  passed  by  at  least  six  super- 
visors and  signed  by  the  mayor.  Yet  our 
supervisor  has  been  able  to  get  important 
environmental  protection  Ordinances 
passed,  worked  tirelessly  to  get  City  Plan- 
ning to  work  on  five  areas  in  the  district, 
protected  funding  of  local  programs  dur- 
ing the  huge  budget  cuts,  supported  many 
neighborhood  building  events,  and  has 
always  been  available  for  discussion. 


I  don't  always  agree  with  Sophie 
Maxwell  but  I  will  always  remember  the 
way  things  were  before  district  elections. 
Then-Supervisor  Amos  Brown  told  a  con- 
tingent from  the  Hill  in  1999,  "what  goes 
around  comes  around."  Since  Potrero 
Hill  didn't  speak  out  about  the  1 970s' 
gentrification  of  the  Fillmore  he  saw  no 
need  to  support  a  moratorium  on  live/ 
works.  It  was  okay  to  destroy  our  neigh- 
borhood character.  Supervisor  Leland  Yee 
had  given  me  a  personal  note  saying  he 
was  voting  for  the  moratorium.  Yet  when 
the  tirc{e  came  he  voted  against  it. 

Neighborhood  people  were  not  very 
welcome  in  City  Hall  from  1996  to 
2000.  In  fact  after  that  live/work  vote, 
neighborhood  people  were  both  physi- 
cally and  verbally  assaulted  by  hundreds 
of  pro-live/work  demonstrators.  This  is 
one  of  many  things  that  have  changed 
with  the  district  supervisors  who  care 
about  their  entire  district  like  Supervisor 
Maxwell.  We  may  not  always  get  what  we 
want  but  we  do  get  our  day.  Neither 
elected  officials  nor  opponents  assault  us 
for  our  viewpoints. 

Recalls  in  general  are  a  bad  way  to 
run  a  government.  Divergent  viewpoints 
bring  out  the  weaknesses  in  the  current 
system.  Recall  is  the  thermonuclear  bomb 
of  politics.  Let  us  use  the  energy  and 
money  that  would  be  expended  on  a  re- 
call to  make  San  Francisco  better.

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Closing 
the  Power 
Plant

It  will  be  a  great  day  indeed  when  the 
Hunters  Point  power  plant  is  closed  once 
and  for  all.  This  is  something  I  have 
pushed  since  my  first  day  in  office,  and  I 
worked  very  hard  to  ensure  that  the  power 
plant's  closure  was  included  in  the  city's 
Electricity  Resource  Plan — a  10-year  plan 
that  was  crafted  by  various  city  agencies 
with  strong  participation  from  commu- 
nity and  environmental  leaders.  In  a  show 
of  unity,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  unani- 
mously adopted  the  plan  in  December 
2002.  As  a  community,  we  have  come  a 
long  way  together.  Still,  there  is  more  to 
be  done.

With  the  states  power  system  opera- 
tor (the  California  Independent  Systems 
Operator  or  'CAL  ISO")  saying  that  the 
Facility  cannot  close  until  electricity  reli- 
ability issues  are  addressed,  we  must  con- 
tinue our  fight  to  ensure  that  the  Ciry 


does  everything  within  its  power  to  close 
our  old,  dirty  power  plants  and  improve 
air  quality  in  the  Hunters  Point,  Bayview, 
and  Potrero  Hill  neighborhoods  once  and 
for  all.  After  all,  the  Hunters  Point  plant 
is  45  years  old  with  stacks  below  the 
nearby  housing  line  and  the  Potrero  plant 
is  38  years  old.  We  must  get  rid  of  these 
antiquated,  polluting  plants. 

As  you  may  know,  the  ciry  obtained 
four  natural  gas  combustion  turbines  at 
no  cost  through  the  states  legal  settlement 
with  Williams  Company.  My  hope  is  that 
these  units  will  permit  the  closure  of 
Hunters  Point  as  soon  as  possible  while 
also  reducing  the  need  for  Mirant's 
Potrero  plant  and  increasing  the  city's 
electricity  reliability.  On  a  parallel  track, 
the  City  absolutely  must  encourage  in- 
creased renewable  energy  and  conserva- 
tion. These  are  also  key  components  of 
the  cirys  Electricity  Resource  Plan. 

We  must  remain  vigilant  as  plans  for 
the  combustion  turbine  facilities  are  re- 
viewed and  evaluated  over  the  next  year. 
To  that  end,  I  have  already  requested  as- 
surances from  Cal  ISO  to  ensure  that  if 
these  gas  turbines  are  built,  the  Hunters 
Point  power  plant  will  close.  In  addition, 
while  these  natural  gas-combustion  tur- 
bines are  dramatically  smaller  and  cleaner 
than  the  Hunters  Point  and  Potrero 
plants,  they  do  have  some  emissions.  Un- 
der law,  these  must  be  offset  by  reducing 
other  local  pollution  sources.  We  must 
push  to  ensure  that  these  offsets  are 
achieved  locally  and  immediately,  result- 
ing in  improved  local  air  quality  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Clearly,  there  are  still  many  questions 
about  these  combustion  turbine  facilities, 
and  I  will  be  pushing  for  answers  and 
policies  that  will  ensure  improved  air  qual- 
ity for  our  communities.  That  is  my  top 
priority.    Please  call  my  office  at  554- 
7670  for  a  copy  of  the  city's  Electricity 
Resource  Plan  and  for  more  information 
about  efforts  to  close  the  cirys  old,  dirty 
power  plants  and  improve  our  air  quality 
in  District  1 0.

left  toward  Starbucks.  Well,  whatever. 

Starbucks  has  been  a  controversial 
neighbor  in  many  parts  of  the  city,  but 
there  was  little  fuss  about  this  particular 
location.  Why  is  that?  Well,  for  one  thing, 
they  moved  into  a  storefront  that  has  been 
empty  for  years,  ever  since  it  was  built. 
Because  they  moved  into  a  long-vacant 
retail  space,  the  ciry  did  not  need  to  notify 
anyone  of  their  plans,  and  so  there  was  no 
chance  to  mount  a  protest.  Moreover, 
since  they  moved  into  a  long-vacant  retail 
space,  with  no  other  coffeehouses  in  the 
immediate  area,  there  is  little  reason  to 
accuse  them  of  predatory  business  prac- 
tices in  this  case.  Starbucks  has  also  an- 
nounced its  intention  to  support  commu- 
nity organizations  on  the  Hill  like  the 
Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House.  In  the 


light  of  these  circumstances,  the  Mer- 
chants Association  and  the  Potrero  Boost- 
ers chose  —  after  thoughtful  discussions 
at  open  meetings  —  to  work  with 
Starbucks  in  the  future  and  not  protest 
their  opening.  Mr.  Huth  chose  not  to  at- 
tend any  of  those  open  meetings,  or  to 
express  his  opinion  anywhere,  except  in 
the  pages  of  the  View  —  in  ridiculously 
harsh  and  insulting  terms. 

Will  I  buy  my  coffee  at  the  neighbor- 
hood Starbucks?  No  I  won't,  I  don't  drink 
coffee  anyway.  But  in  this  particular  case, 
I  choose  not  to  fight  their  existence,  and 
I'd  like  to  see  them  contribute  to  the 
health  and  growth  of  Potrero  Hill.  I'd  like 
to  see  Curtis  Huth  do  that  as  well.

Discrimination  in  Any 
Form  Is  Unacceptable

Throughout  my  16  years  in  Congress, 
I  have  fought  for  non-discrimination  and 
other  protections  for  the  lesbian,  gay,  and 
bisexual  community.  We  must  have  equal 
rights  and  protections  for  all  people, 
including  protecting  individuals  from 
hate-related  crimes  and  ensuring  adoption 
rights  and  domestic  partner  benefits. 

I  am  proud  to  be  an  original  co- 
sponsor  of  the  Employment  Non- 
Discrimination  Act  (ENDA).  Recently 
reintroduced  in  Congress,  this  bill  would 
prohibit  employers  from  making  decisions 
about  hiring,  firing,  promoting,  or 
compensating  an  employee  based  on 
sexual  orientation. 

Every  year,  qualified,  hard-working 
Americans  are  denied  jobs  because  they 
are,  or  are  perceived  to  be,  gay,  lesbian,  or 
bisexual.  Countless  others  live  in  fear  of 
losing  their  jobs.  In  36  states,  it  is  legal  to 
fire  someone  who  is  otherwise  qualified 
simply  because  he  or  she  is  homosexual. 
This  is  disgraceful  and  must  end 
immediately. 

Employees  and  potential  employees 
should  be  judged  on  their  merits,  not  on 
their  sexual  orientation.  ENDA  docs  not 
establish  "special  rights"  as  some  oppo- 
nents have  claimed.  Rather,  it  provides  the 
same,  basic  employment  protections  that 
are  already  in  place  to  ensure  that  race, 
gender,  and  ethnicity  are  not  determining 
factors  in  employment  decisions. 

There  is  a  large,  bipartisan  group  of 
cosponsors  that  has  been  supporting  this 
significant  initiative  for  many  years,  and  I 
urge  the  Republican  leadership  to  bring 
ENDA  to  the  floor  for  a  vote. 

Unfortunately,  some  in  Congress  are 
working  to  set  back  equal  rights.  The 
Federal  Marriage  Amendment,  introduced 
by  Congresswoman  Marilyn  Musgrave  (R- 
CO),  for  example,  would  amend  the  •

Constitution  to  define  a  marriage  as 
consisting  only  of  the  union  between  a 
man  and  a  woman. 

Amending  the  Constitution  is  a 
serious  matter;  it  has  been  amended  only 
17  times  since  the  adoption  of  the  Bill  of 
Rights.  The  proposed  amendment  would 
incorporate  discrimination  into  our 
Constitution.  A  federal  marriage  amend- 
ment is  an  intolerable  step  in  the  wrong 
direction,  and  I  will  work  to  defeat  it. 

The  Supreme  Court  ruling  in  June  in 
Lawrence  v.  Texas  was  a  victory  for  privacy- 
rights  in  America,  and  has  brought  our 
country  a  step  closer  to  the  ideal  of 
equality  that  is  both  our  heritage  and  our 
hope.  The  verdict  reversed  the  Bowers  v. 
Hardwick  decision  of  1986  that  had  been 
used  to  discriminate  against  lesbians  and 
gays  and  to  justify  taking  away  their 
children  and  denying  them  employment. 

I  will  continue  to  work  for  the  civil 
rights  and  health  care  concerns  of  gays 
and  lesbians  and  to  fight  against  discrimi- 
nation in  any  form.

BUILDING  BEGINS  ON  ART  SPACE/CONDOS 

Four  years  after  one  of  the  Hill's  most  controversial  development  proposals  was  first  in- 
troduced ground  was  officially  broken  on  October  7  at  Arkansas  and  1 8th  Streets  for 
the  complex  of  condominiums  and  artists'  live/work  spaces.  Many  Hill  residents  had 
wanted  the  area  to  remain  as  open  space.  After  dozens  of  neighborhood  meetings  and 
hearings  before  the  City  Planning  Commission  the  proposal  finally  won  approval  — 
with  the  addition  of  six  units  of  below-market  housing  and  a  guarantee  that  the  artists' 
part  of  the  development  must  be  funded  before  the  condominium  construction  could 
proceed.  Developer  Rick  Holliday  was  stymied  for  several  years  when  financing  for  new 
construction  became  difficult.  He  was  finally  able  to  proceed  with  assistance  from 
Hearthstone,  which  invests  pension  funds  for  the  California  Public  Employees  Retire- 
ment System  (CALPERS),  and  a  loan  from  the  Union  Labor  Life  Insurance  Co. 
(ULLICO),  which  required  that  the  job  be  done  with  all  union  labor.  The  development 
will  include  one  single  family  home,  10  townhouse-style  condominiums,  24  condo- 
minium flats,  24  condominium  lofts  and  six  moderate-income  condominiums. 

CROWLEY  MARINE  MOVES  TO  CHINA  BASIN  PIER 

Crowley's  fleet  of  tugboats  and  barges  left  the  Oakland  estuary  where  it  had  been  located 
for  several  years  and  moved  to  Pier  54  in  China  Basin.  The  warehouse  and  machine 
shop  will  be  fully  established  by  next  January.  The  company  has  a  20-year  lease.  Pier  54 
provides  1 550  feet  of  linear  dock  space,  and  a  25000-square-foot  warehouse.  Crowley 
Marine  Services  was  started  in  1892  by  Thomas  Crowley  who  would  row  his  Whitehall 
rowboat  out  and  meet  incoming  ships,  bringing  groceries  out,  and  sailors  back  to  land. 
In  1900  he  introduced  gasoline  powered  launches,  and  later  tugboat  and  excursion  ser- 
vices into  the  Bay.  There  are  now  nine  tugboats,  and  the  company  also  operates  the  Red 
and  White  Fleet,  three  harbor  barges  and  two  large  transport  barges.  Crowley  employs 
60  tug  personnel,  30  tankermen,  and  25  administrative  staff  persons. 

LIBRARY  SHOWCASES  HILL  ARTISTS 

The  month-long  Annual  Library  Art  show  featured  the  work  of  41  Potrero  Hill  artists. 
The  show  was  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  Potrero 
Women's  Club,  Boosters  and  Merchants  Association,  Good  Life  Grocery  and  Klein's 
Deli. 

ANNUAL  POTRERO  HILL  FESTIVAL 

The  fifth  annual  Potrero  Hill  Festival  began  with  an  all-you-can-eat  pancake  breakfast  at 
the  Neighborhood  house.  Despite  rainy  weather,  the  festivities  continued  with  the  Li- 
brary Art  Show,  motorized  cable  car  tours  sponsored  by  Leo's  Tire  and  Brake,  festival 
activities  at  Daniel  Webster  School  playground,  with  food,  crafts,  face-painting,  and  lots 
of  entertainment.  The  day  was  topped  off  by  Party  Potrero  Hill,  a  fundraiser  for  the 
Nabe,  which  featured  different  musical  styles  at  different  clubs  all  over  the  Hill,  from 
the  Ramp,  Connecticut  Yankee,  Sally's  and  the  Bottom  of  the  Hill,  Farley's,  Bloom's  and 
Goat  Hill  Pizza,  and  Dick  Bright's  All  Stars  and  Pride  and  Joy  at  the  Neighborhood 
House. 

AND  TWENTY  YEARS  AGO  .  .  .  Supervisors  approve  Wisconsin  Site  housing  .  .  . 
Dozens  of  residents  turned  out  to  oppose  the  closing  of  Henry  Adams  and  Kansas 
Streets  .  .  .  Rents  on  the  Hill  rose  80  to  90  percent  between  1970  and  1980,  among  the 
highest  increases  in  the  city  .  .  .  Representative  Barbara  Boxer  called  on  President 
Reagan  to  fire  Secretary  of  the  Interior  James  Watt  for  calling  environmentalists  fascists 
and  making  demeaning  remarks  about  women,  blacks  and  Jews  .  .  .

Serene  Wilson,  a  mother  of  three,  has 
lived  in  Potrero  Hill  public  housing  for  10 
years  and  said  the  old  buildings  are 
unsafe. 

"The  pipes  are  old,  there's  molded 
walls,  cracks  in  the  walls,  kids  get  sick 
with  asthma  and  everything,"  she  said. 
"Its  better  if  they  tear  them  down  and 
build  them  back  up  and  then  bring  the 
people  back  that  want  to  come  back." 

Not  Eligible  for 
Renovation  Funds 

But  despite  the  obvious  need  for 
renovation,  Potrero  Hill  public  housing  is 
not  eligible  for  HOPE  VI  funds,  which 
are  used  to  demolish  old,  outdated  public 
housing  and  build  sites  that  are  modern 
and  more  in  keeping  with  the  cityscape 
around  them. 

San  Francisco  received  $1 18.5  million 
in  HOPE  VI  grants  to  rebuild  five  other 
newer  public  housing  sites  in  the  city.  But 
the  older  units  in  Potrero  Hill  were  not 
submitted  to  HUD  when  the  Housing 
Authority  requested  HOPE  VI  funds.  The 
Housing  Authority  did,  however,  submit 
requests  for  the  Bay  View/Hunters  Point 
site,  which  is  about  as  old  as  Potrero  Hill's 
housing,  and  they  were  not  successful, 
Roetzer  said. 

"A  lot  of  housing  authorities  from  all 
over  the  country  compete  for  the  HOPE 
VI  money,"  Roetzer  said.  "It  s  a  highly 
competitive  process  and  we  are  very  lucky 
to  have  five  sites,  which  were  selected  in 
the  1990s." 

And  even  if  the  Housing  Authority 
wanted  to  request  HOPE  VI  funds  for 
Potrero  Hill  right  now,  they  would  be 
ineligible  for  them  because  of  a  pending 
lawsuit. 

The  Justice  Department  is  filing  a 
housing  discrimination  lawsuit  against  the 
San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  based 
on  the  experiences  of  a  Potrero  Hill 
mixed-race  couple  and  "alleging  a  pattern 
or  practice  of  discrimination  against 
public  housing  residents  on  the  basis  of 
race,  color,  national  origin,  and  religion," 
according  to  a  Justice  Department  press 
release  in  October  2002. 


The  lawsuit  is  based  on  the  experi- 
ences of  Roosevelt  and  Stella  Scott,  a 
mixed-race  couple  who  alleged  that  they 
endured  eight  years  of  racist  abuse  from 
their  neighbors  in  the  Potrero  Annex. 
They  claim  that  the  housing  authority 
knowingly  tolerated  the  harassment  and 
according  to  the  lawsuit  only  moved  the 
abusive  neighbors  70  yards  from  the 
Scott's  home.  The  Housing  Authority 
cannot  comment  on  the  litigation  while  it 
is  pending. 

In  accordance  with  HUD  regulations, 
the  Housing  Authority  cannot  apply  for 
many  types  of  discretionary  HUD  grants 
outside  of  the  basic  funding  they  get  every 
year,  Roetzer  said. 

Empty  Units  Feed  Rumors 

In  the  meantime,  the  units  in  Potrero 
Hill  remain  empty,  causing  concern 
among  residents  who  fear  that  the 
government  wants  to  get  rid  of  public 
housing  in  the  area. 

"They  want  to  tear  it  down  and  kick 
people  out,"  said  43-year-old  Willie  Cole, 
who  lived  in  Potrero  Hill  for  almost  34 
years.  "They're  trying  to  get  the  poor 
black  people  out  of  here  because  we've  got 
a  beautiful  view,  it  stays  hot  here,  if  an 
earthquake  were  to  hit,  it  wouldn't  bother 
us  much.  But  they  need  to  rent  these 
units  out  to  people  that  need  them  not 
people  that  want  them." 

But  Roetzer  said  the  Housing 
Authority  cannot  tear  down  Potrero  Hill's 
public  housing  and  use  the  land  for 
something  else,  because  it  is  federal  land 
meant  for  low-income  families. 

"That  land  cannot  be  sold  or 
disposed  of  unless  there  is  a  national 
initiative  on  the  part  of  HUD  to  do  that," 
Roetzer  said.  "These  rumors  have  been 
flying  around  for  a  long  time,  but  there  is 
no  validity  to  them  and  there  never  has 
been.  There  are  not  and  never  have  been 
any  plans  to  dispose  of  any  land  associated 
with  Potrero  Hill."

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Holiday 
Food  Safety

The  holidays  are  here  again.  Its  a 
wonderful  time  for  family  and  friends  to 
get  together  and  share  in  traditions.  It  can 
also  be  a  time  when  many  of  us  get  sick 
from  eating  foods  that  were  left  out  too 
long  or  not  cooked  enough.  So  before  you 
serve  up  your  favorite  traditional  dish  to 
your  family  and  friends,  make  sure  it  is 
safe  to  eat! 


The  federal  government  estimates 
that  76  million  people  in  America  get  sick 
from  a  food  borne  illness  every  year. 
Follow  these  steps  to  help  prevent  getting 
sick  yourself. 


1.  Wash  Well 

Wash  your  hands,  utensils,  and  all 
food  surfaces  well  with  hot,  soapy  water. 
Ask  all  the  other  cooks  helpers  to  wash 
their  hands  too.  Wash  before,  during,  and 
after  meal  preparation. 

2.  Separate  Raw  and  Cooked  Foods 

Keep  the  raw  meats  on  a  separate 
cutting  board  or  surface  away  from  the 
ready-to-eat  foods.  The  ready-to-eat  foods 
such  as  fruit,  vegetables  or  salads  can  get 
germs  from  the  raw  juices  of  meat,  fish,  or 
poultry. 

3.  Thaw  It  Out 

When  thawing  meats,  use  a  tray  to 
put  under  the  meats  to  catch  the  juices. 
Thaw  meats  in  the  refrigerator  or  micro- 
wave. Do  not  set  products  on  counter  to 
thaw  because  the  meats  will  thaw  at 
uneven  temperatures,  giving  more 
opportunity  for  bacteria  to  grow.  If  you 
are  thawing  a  turkey,  allow  one  day  of 
thawing  for  every  4  pounds  of  turkey. 


4.  Keep  Hot  Foods  Hot, 
Cold  Foods  Cold 

When  cooking  meats,  make  sure  they 
reach  an  internal  temperature  of  at  least 
160  degrees  F.  Using  a  meat  thermometer 
is  a  sure  way  to  get  a  food  cooked  to  the 
proper  temperature.  When  reheating 
leftovers,  reheat  to  1 65  degrees  F.  For  cold 
salads,  dressings,  spreads,  etc.  make  sure 
to  refrigerate  these  perishable  foods 
quickly.  Do  not  let  these  foods  stay  out 
longer  than  2  hours.  Keep  your  refrigera- 
tor set  at  40  degrees  F  or  below. 

5-  Leftovers 

Separate  leftovers  into  shallow 
containers  and  refrigerate  or  freeze  within 
two  hours  of  cooking  the  food.  Generally, 
use  leftovers  within  2-3  days.  For  turkey 
and  stuffing,  you  can  use  within  3-4  days, 
gravy  within  1-2  days.  When  reheating 
leftovers,  heat  to  165  degrees  F.  Many 
times  the  look  and  smell  test  is  not 
enough  to  detect  if  bacteria  are  growing. 
When  in  doubt,  throw  it  out!

Stephen  King  . . . 
At  the  Opera? 

In  the  pantheon  of  lonely  jobs,  the 
graveyard  shift  of  a  motel  desk  clerk  ranks 
up  there  with  having  the  night  shift  at  the 
county  morgue,  or  even  Jack  Nicholson's 
caretaker  at  the  snowed-in  hotel  in  The 
Shining.  The  image  of  a  lone  motel  desk 
clerk  sitting  awake  in  a  badly  lit  foyer,  the 
blinking  of  a  neon  vacancy  sign  creating  a 
lonely  strobe  effect,  has  become  a  cliche. 
It  brings  to  mind  the  opening  scene  of  a 
Stephen  King  novel,  not  the  setting  for  an 
opera.  But  in  the  case  of  Thick 
Description's  presentation  of  Firebird  Mo- 
tel, it  is  exactly  that.  Working  at  an  iso- 
lated job  while  the  rest  of  the  world  sleeps, 
with  only  your  self  for  company  can  give  a 
body  too  much  time  to  wander  down  the 
minds  corridors.  Something  about  night- 
time unbinds  the  real  from  the  imagined 
—  but  while  most  of  the  world  is  working 
through  the  pratfalls  of  the  imagination  in 
the  land  of  nod,  solitary  night  shift  work- 
ers do  not  have  the  four  walls  of  dreaming 
to  protect  them.

Orientalism 
Reloaded 

In  case  you  haven't  been  listening  to 
the  news  lately,  orientalism  is  back,  and  its 
bad.

And  here  we  are, 
watching  orientalism  reloaded,  casting 
itself  as  a  hero.  It  is  easy  to  critique  the 
colonial  past,  but  this  neo-orientalism, 
powered  by  the  neo-cons,  pretends  that  it 
is  the  righteous  good  fighting  against  the 
Eastern  evil.  Using  the  prefix  neo  rwice  in 
a  sentence  is  only  slightly  less  distasteful 
than  watching  the  world  divide  and 
buckle  before  our  eyes.  That  is  why,  as  has 
been  said  many  times,  it  has  never  been 
more  important  to  listen  to  the  voices  of 
the  "other"  so  that  they  are  not  squab- 
bling sounds  countries  away,  but  human 
voices  barely  different  than  our  own.  It  is 
with  this  in  mind  that  Golden  Thread 
Productions  presents  ReOrient  2003  — 
Fifth  Annual  Festival  of  Short  Plays  Explor- 
ing the  Middle  East.  Featuring  varied 
works,  including  Security  by  the  OBIE 
and  EMMY  winning  Israel  Horovitz,  and 
a  puppet  play  by  Janaki  Ranpura,  Golden 
Thread  Productions  brings  the  middle 
east  center  stage  at  New  Langton  Arts, 
1246  Folsom  St.  Performances  are  Thurs- 
day through  Saturdays  at  8  p.m.  and  Sun- 
days at  7  p.m.  and  continue  until  Novem- 
ber 23.

The  Loyal 
Opposition 

By  David  Matsuda 

Used  separately  the  words  loyal  and 
opposition  attract  little  attention.  But  join 
them  together  in  the  phrase  "loyal  opposi- 
tion," and  they  evoke  a  cornerstone  con- 
cept of  democracy. 

Loyal  opposition,  originally  adopted 
from  British  customary  law,  prescribes  the 
allegiance  of  competing  political  parties  to 
the  "common  good."  As  clear  cut  as  this 
definition  first  appears,  the  concept  of 
loyal  opposition  is  in  no  way  absolute,  nor 
does  it  require  unquestioned  obedience. 
Rather,  it  is  a  "check"  that  reminds  minor- 
ity parties  not  to  be  obstructionist  and  to 
work  with  the  representative  majority  to- 
wards effective  compromise.  It  is  also  a 
"balance,"  there  to  remind  the  majority 
not  to  run  roughshod  and  to  consider  the 
interests  of  those  in  the  representative  mi- 
nority as  they  craft  public  policy.  In  other 
words,  shared  governance  with  no  abso- 
lute political  power  for  cither  the  majority 
or  minority  parties. 

In  spirit  loyal  opposition  strikes  a  bal- 
ance and  creates  a  common  point  of  refer- 
ence for  adversarial  interests  to  rally 
around.  In  practice,  it  helps  to  check  the 
tyrannies  of  the  majority  and/or  minority 
that  so  frightened  the  founding  fathers.  As 
our  high  school  civics  teachers  used  to  tell 
us,  loyal  opposition  is  what  makes  us  dif- 
ferent. Once  the  votes  are  tallied,  we,  un- 
like those  who  rule  by  coup,  fiat,  or  re- 
volving door  government,  put  aside  our 


differences  and  govern  cooperatively  until 
the  next  election  cycle. 

Past  civics  lessons  notwithstanding, 
loyal  opposition  is,  in  my  opinion,  disap- 
pearing from  our  political  landscape.  A 
culture  of  scarcity,  in  which  some  have 
only  if  others  are  denied,  breeds  polariza- 
tion. Those  without  are  then  drawn  CO 
uncompromising  political  platforms  that 
promise  to  right  a  winner  take  all  battle 
and  regain  what  they've  lost.  And  the 
hopefuls/incumbents  who  espouse  these 
extreme  positions  are  backed  by  perpetual 
electioneering  machines,  partisan  founda- 
tions, think  tanks,  and  interest  groups. 
Those  seeking  power  and  influence  no 
longer  hang  up  their  guns,  and  seek  com- 
mon ground  between  election  cycles. 
There  is  now  a  perpetual  battle  to  take 
power. 

The  spirit  of  loyal  opposition  is  ab- 
sent from  local,  state,  and  national  debates 
on  homelessness,  corporate  corruption, 
campaign  finance  reform  .  .  .  .the  penalty 
we  pay  for  our  inability  to  seek  common 
ground  through  loyal  opposition,  is  life  in 
a  polarized  society. 

At  face  value,  Governor-elect 
Schwarzeneggers  appeal  for  unity,  and 
Governor-recalled  Davis'  promise  of  a  co- 
operative transition,  indicate  that  they 
recognize  the  connection  between  loyally 
opposed  political  parties  and  the  common 
good.  Symbolic  statements  aside,  Schwar- 
zenegger's and  Davis  are  now  off  the  cam- 
paign trail,  and  we  will  soon  know  if  they, 
and  the  parties  they  represent,  are  seeking 
common  ground  and  facing  important 
issues  together,  or  merely  saving  face.

$5  Million  Awarded  to 
Programs  Serving  Families 
With  Children  Under  5 


First  5  San  Francisco  has  awarded 
$5.2  million  to  1  1  community  groups  and 
nonprofit  organizations  for  programs  and 
services  benefiting  families  with  children 
up  to  age  5. 

First  5  San  Francisco  is  committed  to 
programs  that  support  our  goal  of 
ensuring  every  child  in  the  city  age  0-5  is 
safe,  healthy  and  learning,"  said  Cheryl 
Polk,  Ph.D,  chair  of  First  5  San  Francisco. 
"In  talking  to  the  community,  we  learned 
there  were  gaps  in  services  for  families.  We 
funded  these  organizations  to  fill  in  those 
gaps  and  reach  more  families  in  diverse 
neighborhoods." 

The  funding  is  part  of  First  5  San 
Francisco's  Family  Support  Initiative, 
which  delivers  early  childhood  education 
as  well  as  parenting  and  family  support 
services  to  San  Francisco's  culturally 
diverse  neighborhoods. 

Programs  receiving  funding  include 
Instituto  Familiar  de  la  Raza's  "Casa 
Corazon,"  which  will  use  its  $300,000 
grant  to  create  spaces  that  are  "a  home 
away  from  home." 

Casa  Corazon  will  provide  a 
community  room  for  parents,  caregivers 
and  young  children  and  conduct  classes 
on  early  childhood  development  and 
parenting  skills.  In  addition,  parents  will 
be  empowered  to  develop  leadership  skills 
in  an  effort  to  make  their  voices  heard  in 
regard  to  policies  and  priorities  affecting 
their  children. 

The  Visitacion  Valley  Community 
Center  received  $425,000  for  parent 
education  workshops  and  to  reach  out  to 
Spanish  and  Chinese  speaking  parents  and 
caregivers  and  link  them  to  programs  such 
as  home  visit  services  and  support  groups 
for  teen  parents.  The  grant  will  also  allow 


the  center  to  extend  its  evening  and 
weekend  hours. 

South  of  Market  Child  Care,  Inc.  was 
awarded  $300,000  to  enhance  services 
that  focus  on  children  ages  0-5  including 
reaching  out  to  homeless  families  with 
children  and  providing  parent  education 
classes.  Additionally,  funds  will  provide 
care  for  infants  with  special  health  care 
needs  and  expand  referrals,  case 
management  and  counseling  services  for 
families. 

"Thanks  to  First  5  San  Francisco, 
families  in  the  Richmond  and  Sunset 
districts  will  now  have  neighborhood 
gathering  places  to  access  parenting 
information,  link  to  support  services  and 
join  in  social  and  educational  activities 
with  other  families,"  said  Gloria  Tan, 
director  of  the  Asian  Women's  Resource 
Center.  "The  funds  will  give  parents  and 
caregivers  the  resources  and  tools  they 
need  to  help  their  children  get  the  best 
possible  start  in  life." 

Research  shows  that  a  child's  brain 
develops  most  dramatically  in  the  first  five 
years  and  what  parents  and  caregivers  do 
during  these  years  to  support  their  child's 
growth  will  have  a  meaningful  impact 
throughout  life.  Based  on  this  research, 
California  voters  passed  Proposition  10  in 
1998,  adding  a  50  cents-per-pack  tax  on 
cigarettes  to  support  programs  for 
expectant  parents  and  children  ages  0  to 
5.  This  year,  First  5  San  Francisco  will  be 
investing  $13  million  in  local  programs 
and  services  to  improve  the  health  and 
well-being  of  young  children  and  their 
families,  such  as  early  child  care  and 
education,  Family  Resource  Centers, 
health  coverage,  prenatal  care  and  facilities 
development.

Islais  Creek  Bridge  Detours 


Construction  of  Muni's  Third  Street 
Light  Rail  system  has  resulted  in  traffic 
restrictions  on  the  Islais  Creek  Bridge.  For 
the  next  1  2  months,  motorists  will  be 
restricted  to  one  lane  of  traffic  on  Third 
Street  between  Cargo  and  Marin  streets 
(crossing  the  Islais  Creek  Bridge)  in  each 
direction  (northbound  and  southbound). 

On  some  weekends  during  this  work,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  fully  close  the  bridge  to 


vehicular  traffic,  except  on  holidays  and 
Giants  or  49er  games.  When  the  bridge  is 
closed,  northbound  traffic  will  be  detoured 
at  Evans  to  eastbound  Cesar  Chavez  to 
Third  Street,  and  southbound  traffic  will  be 
detoured  at  westbound  Cesar  Chavez  to 
Evans  to  Third.

State  Regulators  Agree  Entire  Hunters  Point  Plant  Can  Close    Older  Potrero  Units  Next 

n  mid-October,  the  state  power  grid  manager  confirmed  that  the  entire  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant  can  be  perma- 
nently closed  by  2006  if  the  City  and  County  and  PG&E  successfully  complete  several  new  power  projects. 

This  agreement  paves  the  way  for  San  Francisco  to  address  the  closure  of  the  older  Potrero  power  plants. 

The  California  Independent  System  Operator  confirmed  that 

HUNTERS  POINT  POWER  PLANT  CAN  BE  CLOSED  COMPLETELY  WHEN: 

1.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  installs  four  city-owned  combustion  turbines  connected  to  the  internal  115kV 
transmission  system.  (Fall  2005) 

2.  PG  &  E  completes  a  new  115kV  underground  cable  between  the  Potrero  and  Hunters  Point  substations. 
(Summer  2004) 

3.  PG  &  E  converts  the  San  Mateo-Martin  60  kV  overhead  circuit  to  115kV  (Summer  2004) 

4.  PG  &  E  upgrades  the  Tesla-Newark  230kV  transmission  line  with  a  new  conductor.  (Summer  2005) 

5.  PG  &  E  installs  a  second  230/115  kV  transformer  at  the  Ravenswood  susbstation.  (Summer  2004) 

6.  PG  &  E  upgrades  the  Ravenswood-Ames  115  kV  transmission  lines  with  a  new  conductor. 
(Summer  2005) 

POTRERO  (UNITS  4,  5,  6)  CAN  BE  CLOSED  WHEN: 

•  Jefferson-Martin  transmission  line  project  and  other  the  6  items  listed  above  are  completed  (Fall  2005). 
POTRERO  UNIT  3  CAN  BE  CLOSED  WHEN: 

•  An  additional  200  megawatts  of  generation  are  developed  north  of  the  City  of  San  Mateo.

schedule.  Those  without  Internet  access 
can  call  51 1  and  say  "rideshare"  for 
assistance. 

To  promote  use  of  rideshare  modes 
year-round,  many  groups  offer  financial 
incentives  and/or  subsidies  for  individuals 
who  try  carpooling,  vanpooling  or  transit. 
For  a  list  of  incentives  offered  around  the 
region,  go  to  www.5 1 1  org  and  click 
"rideshare." 

Organizers  hope  the  campaign  will 
encourage  commuters  who  drive  alone  to 
try  an  alternative  and  maybe  stick  with  it. 
Approximately  18  percent  of  Bay  Area 
commuters  (or  600,570  people)  currently 
carpool  as  their  primary  commute  mode. 
Approximately  eight  percent  of 
commuters  who  try  a  new  mode  continue 
to  use  it.  In  the  Bay  Area,  that  would 
translate  into  nearly  194,000  solo  drivers 
switching  to  a  new  commute  mode. 

Rideshare  Thursdays  is  supported  by 
the  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management 
District,  the  Metropolitan  Transportation 
Commission,  RIDES  for  Bay  Area 
Commuters,  the  Federal  Highway 
Administration,  county  congestion 
management  agencies,  Clear  Channel 
Outdoor  and  the  California  State 
Automobile  Association.
